2ND. TRACK MEET 


Muhtenburg Falls Victim by 67- 


45 Score. Several Fast 


Events. 


Gettysburg won its second dual 


track and field meet of the season Sat- 
urday afternoon* when Muhlenburg 
harriers and field men bent the knee 
to the tune of 67-45. Although times 
were faster than in the Franklin and 
Marshall meet two weeks ago, there 
were only two or three events which 
brought thp spectators to their feet.' 


Such an event was the quarter mile, 


which Althouse, of Gettysburg, won 
in 54 1-5, after trailing the Muhlen- 
burg runner more than half the dis- 
tance around the cinder path. Alt- 
house dropped 
to second position 


shortly after the start of the race 
with the Muhlenburg runner some 
twenty feet in advance. This lead 
was maintained until the runners 
passed the eighth mile mark, when 
Althouse opened up, overcame hts op- 
ponent and came in a winner by fif- 
teen feet.

Last year, Bender, of Gettys- 
burg, in this event threw the javelin 
140 feet, it was said by those in 
charge.

Although times 
were faster than in the Franklin and 
Marshall meet two weeks ago, there 
were only two or three events which 
brought the spectators to their feet. 
Such an event was tho quarter mile, 
which AH house, of Gettysburg, won 
in 54 1-5, after trailing the Muhlen- 
burg runner more than half the dis­ 
tance around the cinder path.

One College record was broken in 
the meet, that in the javelin throw. 
Barbour, of Gettysburg, put the stick 
147 feet, 8 1-2 inches, more than six 
feet farther than Tursi, of Muhlen­ 
burg.
